„Evil Talk” Is Charged. 

The formal charge against Dr. Day is vio- 
lation of paragraph 380 of the general ruies 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, which 
says, among other things: 

“Tt ie therefore expected of all who con- 
tinue therein. that they shall continue to 
evidence their desire for salvation, first, by 
doing no harm, by avoiding evil of every 
kind, especially that most generally prac- 
ticed, such as uncharitable or unprofitable 
conversations, particularly speaking evil of 
magistrates or ministere."’ 

One of the counts in the charge ie said to 
be Dr. Days statement made on May &, 1906, 
that: 

Anarchy of the sort practiced by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is the most dangerous kind 
of anarchy. Anarchism in the White house 
is the most perilous anarchism that has ever 
threatened our country. It means anarchy 
if the are to be set aside and their 
verdicts held up to criticism by the presi- 
dent. 

Dr. P. M. Watters of Yonkers is presiding 
elder of the New York conference, and the 
charges filed by Dr. Cooke are said to be in 
his possession. 

My position in the Affair,“ he said, “ww 
a judicial one, and it would therefore be im- 
proper for me to discuss the matter in any 
way.” . 

. Dr. Day Denies “Guilt.” 

Chancellor Day was seen at his home in 
Sy racuse tonight, but did not seem worried. 

Cooke is something of a joke to those 
who know him, he said. ‘‘He seems to 
have a mania to bring charges against some 
one, and he has exercised this privilege 
many times in the past. 

Something over a week ago he wrote me 
a letter saying that he intended to bring 
charges against me. Among other things 
he said: This ig a serious matter for the 
republic. It may as well be fought out over 
you as any one else.’ 

“It did not seem to matter against whom 
charges were brought as long as they were 
brought against some one. When it is neces- 
gary I believe I can successfully defend my- 
self againet his accusations.” 

The Rev. Mr. Cooke was formerly pastor of 
the Methodist church at Milford, Mass., 
and is well known in New England and New 
York through his campaign against Prof. 
Hinckley G. Mitchell, formerly professor of 
Hebrew Old Testament Exegesis of Bos- 
ton University. 

More recently he has appeared in charges 
of heresy against Borden Parker Bowne, 
professor of philosophy at Boston univer- 
sity and against Dr. James M. Buckley, ed 
itor of the Christian Advocate. These

Girls Fail to Realize Danger. 

“Who is to protect them during this 
epoch?

Do 
they realize the harm that will come from 
standing in ont position all day long, the 
damage caused by sitting for hours on a stool 
without any back, the irremediable wear of 
the breathiess rush and strain? 

“They have no option as to work or idle- 
ness. The rent must be paid. Food must 
be bought. The rush is growing greater 
every year. In the old days of the factory 
girl one of the most capable was selected as 
pacemaker and was paid extra money, ac- 
cording to the resulte she achieved. 

Now the machine sets the pace. Where 

1805 a certain machine made so many 
stitches, in 1906 it was making twice as 
many, you were told by an earlier speaker. 
And still the girl is expected to keep up to 
the pace. If she doesn't, she is told to step 
aside and let another girl see if she can stand 
the strain. 

“I don't know that limiting working hours 
to eight a dmy will accomplish a cure, but 
it will help. The great thing would be ll 
lessen the strain. 


“Bargains” Will Prove Costly. 

What are its results? Society is paying 
dearly for the bargains it is receiving. Now 
the results may not be obvious, but they will 
be in years tocome. Such things as this are 
waste. Health and vitality. are the capital 
of society and any crushing of the power of 
womanhood must meet with its recompense 
later. 

The truly feminine girl, the one of frailty 
and delicacy, will pass from our working 
classes. There will be a reversion to the 
type of masculine women, squat, flat chested, 
broad backed, low browed creatures, work- 
ing in the flekds side by side with the men, 
the burdens of wifehood and motherhood 
coming but as an incident to a day of toil.

Miss Breckenbridge for Commission. 

During the afternoon meeting Miss So- 
phronisba P. Breckenbridge discussed the 
liability of employers for accidents to their 
workmen. The conference adopted a resolu- 
ition asking Gov. Deneen to appoint her on 
‘the commission for an investigation of fac- 
tory conditions which was authorized by the 
eee last Novemben, 


— 


The investigation was conducted with the ut - 
most secrecy and extended over a consider- 


able period of time, each of the fraternity 


houses near the different high schools being 
visited several times by the detectives and 
the conduct and customs of the fraternity 
“men” being closely watched. 

In substance, the police report charges fnat 
gross immorality is practiced at several of 
the houses. Six specific instances are cited 
in which women (not connected in any way 
with the schools) have been found, harbored 
in the houses, the boys in each case being 
members of the fraternity which maintains 
the building. 

President Schneider has had the report for 
several days, but has declined to make it 
public. At the meeting of the schoo] man- 
agement committee yesterday afternoon he 
referred to it cautiously, making it clear that 
the facts discovered were of a startling na- 
ture, but in no way specifying his charges. 

Committee Again Votes Rule. 

Altogether it was a disastrous day for the 
secret societies. After debating the mat- 
ter for nearly an hour the committee, to 
which the anti-frat resolution had been 
returned by the board at its last meeting, 
passed the megeure again by a vote of 4 
to 2, thus making it extremely probable that 
it will be passed finally by the board at its 
meeting Wednesday night. 

Almost at the same timescame the an- 
nouncement of an Appellate court opinion 
upholding Judge Honoré’s decision in favor 
of the board in the suit of several Hyde Park 
High school pupils to enjoin the enforcement 
of the board's present anti-fraternity rule. 
The suit now decided is that brought 
by Calvin P. Favorite and others, students 
in Hyde Park High school. 

Families Socially Prominent. 

One startling feature of the police report 
on the fraternity houses was not even 
touched by President Schneider in his re- 
marks before the committee. This has to 
do with the social prominence of the families 
whose sons are involved in the investigation, 
and it ig for this reason, largely, that the re- 
port has not been made public. 

“I simply could not give out the details, 
said Mr. Schneider. The report involves 
some pretty good people and contains some 
things that are as well kept silent. The evi- 
dence is strong enough to convince any one 
that the fraternities present evils that must 
be stamped out. If the proposed board rule 
accomplishes nothing else, it will do away 
with the fraternity houses and this will wipe 
out the open card playing, drinking, and 
other things that I need not mention. If 
you abolish the fraternity houses, you have 
accomplished the most important thing to 
be done.” 

The houses referred to in the report are, for 
the most part, small cottages or residences, 
many of them old frame houses, in the vicin- 
ity of the different high schools. They are 
rented and fitted up by members of the frater- 
nities. In the case of a few of the fraternities 
the parents of the members take an active 
interest in the affairs of the society and the 
management of the fraternity house, but

Buttas lost the bill as he was running for 
a train at the Irving Park station of the Ra- 
venswood branch of the Northwestern ele- 
vated last Monday. A few minutes later the 
cashier at the station saw a man pick up a 
five dollar bill just in front of her. window. 
She asked him to leave it with her, as she is 
required to do by the rules of the company, 


to return it to its owner when he should 


prove his title to it. 


Calls on Dr. Hall. 
The man refused to give it up. it is sald, but 
gave his name and address. When Buttas 
returned in the evening he told the cashier 
of his loss, and she gave him the man’s 
name and address: It was the Rev. George 
F. Hall, and young Buttas went around to 
see him at his home that evening, 

Because he could not describe the bill and 
the way in which it was folded with sufficient 
accuracy the minister, it is alleged, refused 
to give it up.

Dr. Hall during the evening replied vigor- 
ously to Buttas’ statements. The minister 
admitted he had called the architect a 
“cheap skate in one of their conversa- 
tions, but he gave different reasons for apply- 
ing the term than those ascribed by Buttas. 

“T observed the bill as I was passing the 
stile in the elevated station.“ said the preach- 
er. The cashier, a middle Aged woman, 
did not see me pigk it up. Iasked her Who 
lost this bill?’ She replied: ‘ Give me your 
name. Give me your name.’ 

“I, gave her my name and address, and 
when Buttas first visited me I asked him to 
describe the bill. He said it was an old bill, 
carelessly folded, whereas 1 was new and 
folded as if by a woman. 

Public Keen Byed. 

„ Buttas also said he lost the bill between 
9:30 and 10 o'clock, whereas I found it at 
10:15 o'clock. Is it likely a keen eyed public 
would have missed seeing a $5 bill lying on 
the floor for that length of time? 

“TI finally told Buttas I would enter the 
$5 on my church book until some one called 
for it and identified it. 

„ Buttas telephoned to me the next morn- 
ing, insisting he had identified thé money. 
Last evening I received another telephone 
call from him, and after my positive refusal 
to give him the money he said: . 

Tou are a pretty sort of a minister.’ 

“I quickly replied: ‘ Well, you area cheap 
skate. Why did you not advertise for the 
money and offer a reward? 

“I then hung up the telephone. 

“I do not believe the money is his, and 1 
think he merely is trying to injure me in my 
church work. If the case ever comes te trial 
I will fight it to a finish. 


Busy Man; Lost His Temper. 

“TI lost my temper with Buttas, but I am 
a busy man and did not wish to be bothered 
by this trivial matter. I retained the money 
as a matter of principle. 

“1 wish to add that Buttas statement that 
I introduced my wife to him is a He. I do 

introduce members of my family to 
strangers who enter my household. 

“When Buttas entered, however, my 
sisters were in the reception room and I did 
mention the fact to Buttas that they were 


my sisters.”

at the various schools, test the efficiency of 
the fire drills, and investigate any violations 
of the city fire ordinances that may be found. 


Doors. Must Be Kept Unlocked. 


Trustee Dawes, who proposed the investi- 
gation, urged that it be made by a commis- 
sion of three experts, to be appointed by the 
board. Outsiders, he declared, would do the 
work more quickly and more impartially 
than officials of the school department. Th? 
majority of the committee, however, favoroi 
a committee of men familiar with the de- 
tails of the school system. 

After ordering the investigation the com- 
mittee, as a further precautionary meas- 
ure, voted to amend the rules of the board 
so as to make it the personal duty of each 
echool principal to see that all exit doors, 
inside and outside, are unlocked during 
school hours. Delegation of this authority 
to a subordinate or to a pupil will be con- 
sidered a grave misdemeanor. Heretofore 
it has been the duty of engineers and jani- 
tors to see that exit doors are unlocked. 


Statements Startle Trustees. 


This amendment was voted as the imme- 


diate result of statements made to the com- 
mittee by President Schneider and Supt. 
Cooley—statements which startled the trust- 
ees Into the belief that a repetition of certain 
features of the Collinwood horror was not 
impossible in more than one of the Chicago 
schools. 

A constant trouble for those in charge of 
the schools, said Supt. Cooley, has been 
the tendency of school engineers to lock the 
doors, say at 9 o’clock in thé morning, when 
the tardy stragglers come along and want 


to get in. If the children were marched down 


at such a time they would be marched 
against locked doors. A complaint in regard 
to such à case as this was brought to my 
attention today. Such ah act would be a di- 
rect violation of the rules of the board, but 
that fact doesn’t make it any less danger- 
ous.” 


Might Become Death Traps. 


President Schneider’s statement was less 
sweeping, but more specific. 

“In visiting one of the schools the other 
day,“ he said, “I noticed in a certain room 
that a little girl was told to lock the door of 
the cloakroom to prevent the hats and coats 
from being stolen. She had been appointed 
as monitor and the ttey of the door was given 
into her keeping. 

“ This cloakroom door was one that might 
have been used as an exit by the children in 
esse of fire. Such a practice as this evidently 
is common at many of the schools and it 
should be stopped. If the children tried to 
get out that way you can imagine what would 
Rappen.“ 

That little corner would be a regular 
death trap in a fire,” said Trustee O’ Ryan. 

The matter of the investigation was 
brought up at the urgent suggestion of Theo- 
dore W. Robinson, chairman of the commit- 
tee, who was unable to be present. Mr. 
O’Ryan made the formal motion for the ap- 
pointment of the investigating committee and 
the amendment of the rules, providing a new 
duty for school principals, was voted at Mr. 
Dawes’ suggestion. 

The complaint referred to by Supt. Cooley 
in his remarks before the committee was 
made during the day by George B. -Haines, 
6521 Kimbark avenue, who directed his 
charges specifically against the Walter Scott 
school, at ashington avenue and Sixty- 


| fourth street. 


Complains of Scott School. 


wrote: 

“I walked over past the Walter Scott school 
this morning to ascertain the condition of 
this building and see if there wag any pro- 
tection for the children. 

From what I know of the buflding it is 
nothing more nor less than a fire trap; with 
no fire escapes on the outside, and with all 
the doors locked at 9 o'clock so that any chil- 
dren that are late cannot get in. This is done. 
as I understand it, in all schools in this city. 

Something should be done to make a rad- 
ical change in the rules of these schools, as 
the Cleveland horror is just as liable to occur 
in any of our schools early in the morning be- 
fore the doors are supposed to be unlocked. 

J believe the Walter Scott s would 
collapse after three minutes if fire wag start- 
ed in it, on account of the wooden stairs 
which go up on either side of the bullding 
inside, and, as I have been told this morning, 
the back doorway of this school is always 
lécked.”” 


Rule Violated by Janitors. 


An investigation made at the Edmund 
Burke school revealed a state of affairs 
identical with that described by President 
Schneider. One of the children in each room, 
it Was reported, is appointed ‘‘ cloakroom 
monitor.“ It is that pupil's duty to see that 
the cloakroom door is locked during schoo! 
hours, except when the children actually 
are passing in or out. 

In regard to this locking of exit doors by 
engineers, janitors, or pupils, school officials 
declared that every such act d in direct 
violation of the rules of the board. Section 
115 of the rules provides that: 

During the session of schools engineers and 
janitors are instructed to see that each entrance 
and exit door, as well as all doors or windows 
leading to fire escapes, and all outside iron or 
wood doors or gates (except team gates), in con- 
nection with the school building, buildings, or 
groundg, under their charge, are unlocked and in 
good working order at 8:80 o'clock a. m., and 
that the doors remain unlocked until 4 p. m. each 
day, including the noon intermission and re. 
ase. | 
-GOLLINWOOD BURIES VICTIMS. 
Cleveland. O., March 6.—[{Special. ]—Collin- 
wood continued today to bury its victims of 
Wednesday's school fire. The saddest of the 
fifty funerals held during the day was that 
of the three children of Janitor Heller and 
three of their former playmates.

Manufacturers and Dealers’ Club

PLANS TO REACH FARMERS. 


Value of Liquor Industry to Grain 
Raising to Be Exploited. 


The educational campaign started by the 
United States Brewers’ association to.coun- 
teract the effect of the present prohibition 
wave was indorsed yesterday at a meeting 
of the executive committee of the Manu- 


facturers’ and Dealers’ club. 


The meeting was attended by representa- 
tives of the Brewers’ association and mem- 
bers of allied industries, representing an 
invested capital of more tha 400.000.000. 
It Was decided by the comfriittee to extend 
every moral and financial aid possible toward 
thwarting the plans of the prohibitionists 
“who are preaching confircation of property 
and the absolute destruction of an industry 
employing thousands of workingmen and 
having millions of dollars invested.“ 

A plan of campaign comprising every state 
in the union has been mapped out by the or- 
ganization committee of the Brewers’ as- 
sociation. Literature on the saloon ques- 
tion béafing. on the moral, social, and in- 
dustrial aspects of the liquor traffic is being 
prepared and will be distributed in all parts 


of the.country. 


Prepares Figures for Farmers. 
Partiquiar attention will be paid to the 
farming industry in its relation to the liquor 
traffic. Special literature will be prepared 
for each farming section with reference to 


the kind of crops grown in the various sec-. 


tions. ; 

The economic value of the .iquor industry 
to the farmer was given special attention 
at a conference between Oscar J. Ruh, chair- 
man of the executive committee of the 
United States Maltsters“ association, and 
Hugh F. Fox of New York, secretary of the 
Brewers’ association. 

“Take the matter of barley alone and it 
will be seen that the farmer would be the 
loser if the MHquor business is destroyed,“ 
said Mr. Rub. “If there was no. brewing 
barley would have to be used for feed and 
the price would drop. 

“It is the brewing industry that keeps 
up the prices on the best grades of cereals. 
If the farmers find they can't make money 
on barley they will go to raising wheat. 
What's the result? They will come into 
competition with other wheat growing sec- 
tiogs and the price will drop. 


Takes Up Hop Industry. 


Secretary Fox is preparing ficures to show 
that the hop industry. a large agricultural 
industry in Washington, Oregon, Cal!fornia. 
and New York, would be Killed by nrohibf- 
tion. The brewers use annually 88 N 
worth of hops. Of this amount. $3.275.000 
is paid for the labor of raising and handling 
It. labor being the most expensive item in 
its production. 

“The drink problem cannot be solved by 
abolishing the saloon.“ said Secretary Fox. 
‘* Prohibition, no matter how small or how 
large the unit in which it has been tried, has 
utterly falied to settle the question. 

Lou cannot have clean streets, good saw- 
erage systems, adequate fire and health 
protection, small parks, juvenile courts, and 
child labor laws without heavy taxes. Tak- 
ing away the revenue that is derived from the 
saloon and from the manufacture of al- 
coholſe beverages the burden of taxation be- 
comes 80 great that it falls of its own 
weight.”’ 

Action Rouses Farwell. 


The activity of the brewers stirred the 
officials of the Chicago Law and Order 
league into action. Arthur Burrage Farwell 
is preparing a booklet containing “ fifty- 
seven reasons why the saloons should be 
closed on Sunday. 

It's no wonder the liquor people are be- 
Farwell. 
They are now reaping the harvest of their 
own folly.

The police 
traced the friends of Miss Goldman to 4 num- 
ber of halls on the west side, but so far as 
they could learn all the offers were refused. 
Policemen were stationed at almost all of the 
halis in the west side district with orders to 
permit no one to gather in them to,hold a 
meeting. Orders were issued. from the as- 
sistant chief’s office early in the day to the 
inspectors of the west side district not to 
permit Miss Goldman to speak and to raid 
any hall in which such a meeting might be 
held.

A statute against anarchy similar to that 
in New York is Assistant Chief Schuettler's 
remedy. for dealing with the situation in Chi- 
cago. 

Criminal anarchy as defined by the New 
York statute, is the doctrine that organized 
government should be overthrown dy force 
or violence, or by the assassination of the 
executive head or any of the executive offi- 
clals of government, or by any unlawful 


means. - 


The advocacy of such doctrine either by 
word of mouth or writing is a feiony, pun- 
ishable by a maximum imprisonment of ten 
years or $5,000 fine or both. The same pen- 
alty may be imposed upon every person par- 
ticipating in an unlawful assemblage.

He jumped through a car window and was 
not caught until three hours later, nearly 
three miles from where he left the train. 

Wearing a heayy black beard, a dark blue 
blanket coat, and a wide brimmed soft hat, 
the former army officer made a picturesque 
and brigandish looking character.

He next 
was heard from in Reno, Nev., where he se- 
cured $7,500 on another of the checks, sign- 
ingathe name of Col. W. W. Robinson, chief 
quartermaster in Chicago. 

From Reno he went to British Columbia, 
and, building a shack on the shore of Lake 
Adams, offered his services as a guide to rich 
persons jwho came there for fishing and 
shooting. Dr. McBurney of New York was 
one of these and he wrote a sporting publica- 
tion charging Keller with being a crook. 

Last December Keller must have run short 
of money again, for he attempted to cash an- 
other of ee at the Hamiiton bank at 
Kanloops. s only wanted $92,500 this time. 
The cashier wired to Chicago to see if the 
check was good and Keller's arrest followed. 

Keller fought extradition after he was 
identified by Daniel D. Fish, a clerk of the 
ouartermaster’s department, but four days 
ago was started for Chicago on a president’s 
warrant with Fish and Wilmarth. 

At 4:30 o'clock yesterday morning he dis- 
appeared through a window while the train 
was standing on a siding taking coal at 
Portage. 

The two officers sent telephone messages in 
every direction and started a search for the 
fugitive. 

Three miles from Portage sping along the 
track Wilmarth saw a man’ hiking. It 
was Keller, who had no money or weapon, 
The two officers were on him before he knew 
it. He threw up his hand saying: 

“The game’s up. I'll come in.“

MYSTERY IN FATAL BEATING 


Samuel L. Ellis Dies at Bride- 
well from Blows on Head.

FOUND LYING ON SIDEWALK. 


Railroaded to Prison and No Marks 
| Seen Till Arrival There.

Murder by being struck on the head with 
some blunt instrument, accident, a fall oh 
the sidewalk while intoxicated, criminal 
carelessness of the police in failure to ex- 
amine the man after he had been found 
dazed—these are some of the theories of the 
death of Samuel L. Ellis. 

Ellis, who died in the bridewell yesterday 
morning froma fractured skull, had lived at 
490 North Clark street, and was for twenty- 
seven years a trusted employé of the 8. T. 
Fish Commission company, 189 South Water 
street. He died a week after he had been 
taken t the bridewell to serve out a fine of 
$45 for “ disorderly conduct.“ The basis of 
this charge was that he had been found un- 
conscious on the sidewalk at Schiller and 
North Clark streets. 

He was fined and sent tothe bridewell in de- 
fault of payment by Municipal Judge Torri- 
son without his friends and employers having 
even been notified of his arrest. 


All Deny Presence of Bruise. * 

When his employers finally learfed of his 
predicament they were told that Ellis was 
unconscious and dying in the bridewell hos- 
pital from the effects of a cut at the base of 
the skull. When be left the Chicago avenue 
station to go to the Desplaines stréet sta- 
tion, there in turn to be transferred to the 
bridewell bus, there was no mark on him, 
according to man Eugene Geary anf 
other men of the Chicago avenue station and 


court. The same was true of him when hej > 


left the Desplaines street station. according 
to Lockup Keeper Arthur Connelley. 

Yet when the man reached the bridewell 
and was examined by Dr. Charles Sceleth,' 
the bridewell physician, both his eyes were 
blackened and he was bleeding from a cut 
in the back of the head. On the advice of 
Warden John L. Whitman he was taken to 
the hospital, where he died without having 
been able to tell how he received the wounds 
on his face and head. : 


Murdered, Says Employer. 

He was murdered between the Desplaines 
street station and the bridewell,” said Mr. 
Fish, his employer. 

“There was no fight in the bus on the 
way to the bridewell,“ said Nicholas Castor, 
veteran guard of the bridewell bus. 

The man’s injuries were the result of a 
fall on the sidewalk while intoxicated,” said 
Warden Whitman. 

“I am not yet prepared to advance any 
theory as to the origin of the man's injuries,“ 
said Inspector Backus of the Chicago avenue 
station, who has charge of the investigation. 

And between ali these charges and counter 
charges is the flat denial of all the police- 
men who had anything to do with the man 
that there was a mark or bruise on him while 
he was in.their care or when he left them. 

“ Where, then, were the blows inflicted 
that resulted in his death and who inflicted 
them?“ the friends of the.dead man are ask- 
ing together, with Why were not his friends 
notified of his condition?’ 

The first two questions remain unanswered. 
The last question is met with the reply that 
the man was unable to talk, and there was 
nothing about his clothing that would re- 
veal his address. 


Found Unconscious in Afternoon. 

Ellis was found on the North Clark street 
sidewalk at 4 o'clock in the afternoon and 
not at an early hour in the morning. as at 
first reported. The police are looking for 
three men who were seen to leave a North 
Clark street saloon with Ellis a short time 
before he was found unconscious. What 
their object in this move was the police would 
not gay, but it is believed that it followed a 
charge by the father, William Ellis, and a 
brother, Marshall, who live at 5527 Center’ 
avenue, that the dead man’s gold watch and 
chain are missing.

LAYS NOMINATION 70 BOODLE 


Defeated Candidate for Alderman 
Makes Charges of “Ringers.” 


WARD DEMOCRATS STIRRED. 


One William O’Toole of Hobbie Street 
Decides the Contest. 


William O’Toole of Hobbie street, 42 Hob- 
bie street, to be specific, has upset the entire 
democracy of the Twenty-second ward. Mr. 
O’Toole, as a delegate to the ward conven- 
tion, and thought by Ald. Michael Dougherty 
to be his delegate, broke a deadlock by voting 
for James K. Kane, thereby nominating 
Kane. 

The sequel to the convention may be grand 
jury proceedings. Ald. Dougherty announced 
his intention last night of visiting his attor- 
ney with a view to laying evidence showing 
the use of money before State’s Attorney 
Healy. 

“TI think we have enough evidence,” he 
said. “ O'Toole was my delegate. We have 
information regarding some of the move- 
ments of my opponents and if my attorney 
considers the case good enough I'll take fur- 
ther action.” 


Delegates Evenly . Divided. 

Dougherty had sixteen r when the 
primaries were over Wednesday night, and 
Kane, his opponent, had fifteen. The al- 
derman’s first jolt came Thursday night 
when Mr. O Toole of Hobbie street instead 
of voting for him voted steadily for Mr. 
O’Toole. The convention adjourned in de- 
spair, there being no way in which it was 
possible to persuade Mr. O’Toole that he 
was not a cardcidate. 

When the nventlon reassembled Mr. 
O’Toole had renounced his ambition to be 
an alderman, but had not replaced himself in 
the Dougherty list. He was with Kane. 

The de! gates had to convene in a barrooin 
adjoining the convention room in Phoenix | 
hall, 324 Division street, the main room be 
ing crowded with the “idle rich“ of the 
neighborhood, drawn to the scene in antici- 
pation of a joyous disturbance. 

Mr. Dougherty had his suspicions that all 
was not well with his delegate-candidate, 
Mr. O'Toole, and on the first ballot the at- 
ter voted for Kane and nominated him. 


Gives Kane Nomination. 

Dougherty’s other fifteen delegates stood 
pat, but Mr. O’Toole’s defection gave Kane 
the necessary sixteen. 

Dougherty was asked to indorse Kane and 
make the nomination unanimous, but replied 
that he would see them further first.” 

“They stole my delegate,“ he said. 

Afterwards he changed this statement, and 
in subsequent talks on the subject did not 
indicate a belief that anything had been sto- 
len. 

It cost $500 to get the nomination in the 
way in which it was obtained.“ he said. “‘ We 
have the evidence and think it is good enough 
to go to the state’s attorney with. We know 
what was going of all day. We know some- 
thing of the movements of ex-Ald. Sullivan, 
who is one of my enemies. Sullivan ts sore. 
I could have had the nomination in the same 
way, but I would not pay 15 cents for it. I 
was asked if I would make the same offer 
that. the other fellows had made and refused 
to.

Makes Charge of “Ringers.” 

“ They even had the convention hall packed 
with ‘ringers. Most of the delegates who 
were instructed for Kane were ashamed to 
go to the place and vote for him. With the 
crowd that was in the hall I am surprised 
that the meeting ended peacefully.”’ 

Kane denied absolutely that his nomina- 
tion had been brought about in the manner 
in which Dougherty said it had. He said 
that no money had been spent for him and 
that he had not had a campaign fund to use 
in the primaries against the present alder- 


man. 

O'Toole said that Dougherty's statements 
were false and that he voted for Kane be- 
cause he refused to have anything to do with 
the renomination of Dougherty. 

Other Democratic Conventions. 

Three other democratic conventions were 
held at night. In the Third ward Attorney 
W. 8. Newberger was nominated in the con- 
vention at Thirty-fifth street and Indiana 
avenue and resolutions indorsing William 
Jennings Bryan were adopted.

Joseph G. Cannon is a good man, but he 
is already otcupying a responsible position 
as speaker of the house of representatives 
in Washington,“ said Mr. Thompson. He 
is better fitted for his present duties than 
he is to fill the presidential chair in the 
White house. 

Cannon is not the favorite son of Illinois. 
He is just one among a number of favorite 
sons. There are a great many republicans 
in this state who do not think he should be 
president. 

We believe in the public policies of 
Theodore Roosevelt and think that the best 
way to have them put into effect is to elect 
William H. Taft president. There is noth- 
i ing to gain by pretending to be for some- 
body when weare not.

-FEW CONTESTS IN SIGHT. 


Munietpel Voters’ Leue Finds 
Advice Wasted on Prac- 


Perfectly polite primaries were held yes- 
terday by the republicans and in a genteel 
fashion delegates to ward conventions were 
elected. In the majority of cases the nomina- 
tion goes by default, there being no opposi - 
tion to the organization candidates. 

What little excitement there was confined 
itself to the First and Second primary dis- 
tricts of the Eighth ward, there being three 
candidates in the ward, and the contest be- 
ing Umited by agreement to these two dis- 
tricte which ex-Ald. John H. Jones carried. 

There is little balm in Gilead for the pro- 
moters of a greater and more beautiful city 
council in the situation, but they take con- 
solation from the fact that in most of the 
cases the candidates whom the plain and 
practical politicjlans proposed to nominate 
were men whom they could indorse. 


Voters’ League Advice Ignored. 

In the few cases in which the plain and 
practical and the promoters of a greaterand 
more beautiful fell out, the plain and prac- 
tical won. Mr. Jones’ success in the Eighth 
ward was a direct defiance of the Municipal 
Voters’ league, which thought that Mr. 
Jones would serve his country better in an 
unofficia) position. 

In the Twenty-fifth-ward the league found 
that it could not look with favor on Ald. A. 
D. Williston, whom Committeeman James 
Pease proposed to renominate. The real 
hopes of the organization are fixed on the 
indepentient candidacy of Charles Thomson, 
but the league's opposition encouraged Max 
G. Hoffman to try a fall with the organization 
candidate in the primaries. 

Mr. Hoffman got it—the fall—and when 
the ward convention met Mr. Williston had 
all the delegates. 

In addition to the happenings in these two’ 
wards the league is disturbed by the ob- 
durate attitude of Postmaster Daniel A. 
Campbell in the Fourteenth ward. The re- 


‘sults of the primaries only confirms the sus- 


picion which the league has had that Mr. 
Campbell proposes to nominate Charles J. 
Lucas to run against Ald. William T. May- 
pole. The league does not see the value of 
Mr. Lucas as a part of a greater _ more 
beautiful city council. 


Hope for Skallerup ses. 


It is well known that the postmaster dis- 
likes to run counter to the highest politica! 
thought, and some hope has been harbored 
that he would find his way clear to nominate 
Chris Skallerup, whom the league found for 
him. This hope has been blown out to sea 

Aside from these few misfortunes the 
league is pretty well satisfied with the day's 
results. It lost all the contests it had, but 
considers tea distinct gain that the con- 
tests were so limited. 

Conventions followed the primaries in 
seven of the wards. The Fifteenth ward, in 
addition to renominating Ald. Bellfuss, 
adopted the resolutions of the United Soci- 
eties pledging the candidate to the support 
of the measures favored by that organiza- 
tion. 


Racey Wanted in the First. 

In the First ward Mr. Racey is the probable 
nominee, although it is not a certainty that 
he will care to make the race against Ald. 
Coughlin. The Fifth ward delegation is con- 
trolled by Committeeman T. J. Finucane and 
it will name a man whom he is willing to 
have on the ticket. A republican candidate 
in this ward usually cannot borrow money 
on his chances of getting salary as alderman. 

In the Twenty-third ward Fred E. Britten, 
a friend of Mayor Busse, may be nominated, 
and in the Twenty-eighth Orrin P. Wolf can 
have the place if he will take it. Ald. Joseph 
Badenoch did not contest the primaries in 
the Thirty-second, but will run independently 
against Homer E. Tinsman, who will be 
nominated by the republicans. 

In the one really contested ward, 
Eighth, ex-Ald. Jones was opposed by 
Charles Ringer and J. F Sheehy. The three 
candidates decided to confine the contest to 
the First and Second primary districts in 
the north end of the ward, with the under- 
standing that the candidate receiving the 
largest popular vote in these districts should 
be declared the winner. Jones won, receiv- 
ing a total vote of 396, while Ringer received 
83838 and Sheehy 172. n the First district 
Jones received 267, Ringer 146, and Sheehy 
54. In the Second district Jones received 
119, Ringer 187, and Sheehy 118. Jones will 
be nominated in the convention on the first 
ballot.

LEWIS NIXON TELLS FUTURE 


Builder Says All. Comforts of Land 
Will Be Found on Ship. 


New York, March 6.--[Special.]—A quarter 
of a mile long ocean greyhound is the ship of 
the coming generation, says Lewis Nixon, 
the American shipbuilder. It will have 
trolley cars to take passengers to their state- 
rooms. 

There will be moving sidewalks across the 
ship. 

A vaudeville company and opera troupe 
will be carried, and a stock ticker will record 
the market quotations of London and New 
York. 

The White Star line is preparing to lay 
the keel for a new 1,000 foot liner, and the 
quarter of a mile greyhound, Mr. Nixon 
says, is only a step farther along the path 
of twentieth century expansion. 

“A generation from now, will see vessels 
far longer than any contemplated now. The 
larger the vessel the less proportionate pow- 
er is required to drive it at any given speed. 
So we gain in economy of freight carrying 
by building the larger vessel. 80 far as 
structural Hmitations are concerned, there 
is nothing to prevent our floating and pro- 
pelling at sea any sized structure that is de- 
manded. I believe we can launch any sized 
vessel, but the proportionate cost of launch- 
ing will increase rapidly with great sizes. 

It pleases the fancy to speculate as to the 
creature comforts to be found on the great 
ships. Of course there will be a daily paper, 
a stock ticker, cable office, afternoon con- 
certs, vaudeville, and opera. This, however, 
we can include in the general sweeping 
statement that every modern comfort will be

Nutmeg Statesman Not Named 
to Help Inquiry and Some

Washington, D. C., March 6—4 resolu-

Speaker Cannon named Representatives 
Boutell, Iinois; Stevens, Minnesota; Olm- 
sted, Pennsylvania; Howard, Georgia, and 
Broussard, Louisiana, as the ipvestigatora. 


Lilley Not on Committee; Sore? 

Mr. Lilley said he did not claim that meney 
had been paid to bribe a member of congress, 
but that he expected to prove that money 
had been contributed to campaign funds, 
which, morally, he said, is not different 
from passing a bribe across the table in a 
committee room. 

A rumor that Representative Lilley was in-

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DEMOCRATS AND FILIPINOS. 

If the declaration of the Nebraska dem- 
ocrats concerning the Philippines is to 
form a part of the democratic platform to 
de adopted at Denver that party will 
-renew its attempt to awaken discontent 
among the Filipinos by arousing hopes 
that, will not be realized. The Nebraska 
platform, which doubtless was dictated 
by Mr. Bryan, says we favor an imme- 
diate declaration of the nation’s purpose 
to recognize the independence of the Phil- 
ippine islands as soon as a stable govern- 
ment can be established.” 

The Americans who are best acquainted 
with the Philippines are unanimous in 
the opinion that it will take at least a 
generation of political education and 
training to fit the inhabitants for com- 
plete self-government—that is, independ- 
ence. They are making a little progress 
in local self-government, but are stil) in 
leading strings. For a nation to project 
itself so far into the future as to make a 
promise that cannot be redeemed in less 
than thirty years, and perhaps not in a 
hundred, would be supremely absurd. 

The only effect of making such a prom- 
ise would be to give Filipino agitators and 
malcontents a chance to stir up trouble. 
The day after the promise had been made 
the demagogues would assert that the Fili- 
pinos already were able to establish a 
stable government and call for the fulfill- 
ment of the promise, They would keep up 
an incessant din, and the work of political 
education now going on peacefully. would 
be interfered with. The promise Mr. 
Bryan asks for would be a most disas- 
trous one for the Filipinos. 

Fortunately for their own peace, they 
have learned one thing during the last 
ten years. It is that democratic platforms 
and “ anti-imperialist ” resolutions do not 
represent the sentiments of the American 
people and that it is unsafe to take them 
i seriously. 80 if the democrats shall go 
into the presidential campaign with the 
Philippine plank of the Nebraska demo- 
crats a part of their platform, the Fili- 
pinos will not be so much stirred np as 
they were eight years ago.

Otero's original defense had been that the 
Russian tour had had to be abandoned owing 
to the disorganized condition of the Russian 
failroads and the strike of the employés. 

The plaintiffs’ counsel, in order to disprove 
this, wrote for information to the French 
embassy at St. Petersburg and also to 
French and Russian railroad officials, but 
was indiscreet enough to use stationery of 
the chamber of deputies for the purpose. 


at once raised the point that the evidence 
thus obtained by Maitre Lagasse was of an 
Illegal character, and could not be allowed 
to weigh in the minds of the court, since it 
had been secured by him, not in his capacity 
as a member of the bar but as a member of 
the chamber of deputies. 

She took the ground that the legitimate 
authority of a representative of the nation 
and of a legislative officer could not be placed 
at the service of private interests, and that 
such acts were incompatible with the par- 
UHamentary institution and its dignity, as 
well as contrary to the principle of the 
equality of pleaders in law courts.

Serious, and it seems to me justifiable, ex- 
ception has been taken in Germany to the 
action of the English courts of justice in 
sentencing the cosmopolitan adventurer, 
Kari Kurt, to.twenty years’ penal servitude 
for blackmail under the name of Francis 
von Veltheim.” 

It was proved during the course of the 
lengthy trial, as it had already been shown 
during the previous police court proceedings, 
that the man’s real name was Kari Kurt, the 
son of a Brunswick gamekeeper, and that 
he had no right whatsoever to:the name of 
Veltheim, which he had assumed after hav- 
ing, while serving on board a German ship, 
robbed an officer of that name of his money, 
jewelry, and papers. 

The name of Von Veltheim is an ancient 
and honored one in Germany, where it has 
figured in the ranks of the nobility for the 
last 600 years, its chief having been recently 
raised by the kaiser to the rank of Princé 


Putbus. 

Under the circumstances it certainly seéms 
that the Veitheims in Germany have sertous 
cause for complaint against Sir Walter 
Phillimore, the presiding judge in the case, 
for having sentenced the prisoner to his well 
deserved term of penal servitude under the

“To form ah intelligent estimate on the 
value of horses or mules one should have a 
thorough understanding of the market re- 
quirements, with a correct understanding of 
the market classes and grades. 


“The principal factors that determine the |" 


market value of horses or mules are: 
ness, conformation, quality, condition, ac- 
tion, age, color, education, and general ap- 
pearance. 

What Market Classes Are. 

„Horses or mules of a general type are 
grouped into classes for convenience and a 
definite understanding, and in most instances 
the names of the classes are 6 tive of 
the use to which they are put. classes 
of horses are divided into subclasses, which 
embody those of a similar type but slightly 
different in size, weight, action, or the use to 
which they are put, Mules are not divided 
into subclasses. 

“The market classes are: Draft horses, 
chunks, wagon horses, carriage horses, road 
horses, saddle horses, mining mules, cotton 
mules, sugar ‘mules, farm mules, and draft 
mules, ' 

Draft horses are broad, massive, rugged, 
and compactly built, with great weight and 
strength. They stand from 15.3 to 17.2 hands 
high and in good flesh weigh from 1,600 to 
2.200 pounds or more. The class is subdi- 
vided inte light draft, heavy draft, and 
loggers. 

“Chunks are short le , broad, heavy 
set horses, the name of the class being in- 
dicative of their conformation. The sub- 
classes are eastern and export, farm or 
southern. The class varies in weight from 
800 pounds, the lightest of southern, to 1,560 
pounds, the heaviest of eastern. They 
stand from 15 to 18.3 hands high. ; 

Horses Used in Delivery. 

Wagon horses are those used principally 
where business requires quick delivery. They 
must have good action, a clean set of-limbs, 
good feet and done, with an abundance of 
quality, be closely coupled, compactly built, 
and have a deep, broad chest indicative of 
constitution and stamina. In this claes are 
express, delivery wagon, artillery, and fire 
horses. ‘They stand from 15 to 17.2 hands 
high and weigh from 1,060 for the ent- 
weights of artillery horses to 1,700 pounds 
for heavy fire horses, 

Carriage horses, sometimes spoken of as 
heavy harness horses, are full made, round 
bodied, and smoothly turned, with an un- 
usual amount of quality, and must possese to 
a marked degree high action, with a fair 
amount of speed. The class is composed of 
coach, park, and cab horses. They range in 
height from 14.1 to 16.1 hands and weigh 
from 900 to 1,250 pounds. 

Road horses are more lithe in build and 
angular in form than those of the carriage 
class. They are sometimes spoken of as 
drivers or light harness horses, and are 
usually driven to lightweight vehicles, 


Requirements of Saddle Horses. 


“A considerable speed is desired of some 
of thie class, which is composed of run- 
abouts and roadsters. They range in height 
from 14.8 to 16 hands, and weigh from 900 
to 1,150 pounds. 

“In the saddle horse class are grouped 
those horses that perform their work under 
the saddle, the requirements for which are 
sureness of foot, ease of carriage to the rider, 
good manners, and ease of control. In order 
to be sure of foot they must have an oblique 
shoulder, high, thin withers, and a properly 
get postern, with abundance of energy. The 
minimum height is 14 hands for a polo pony, 
and the maximum 16.1 hands for hunters. 
The weight varies from 850 to 1,260 pounds. 
Grouped in this class are five gaited saddlers, 
three gaited saddlers, hunters, cavalry 
horses, and polo ponies. 

„ Mining mules are those purchased to 
work in mines. They are heavy boned, 
rugged, compactly built, with large feet and 
strong constitution. They range in height 
from 12 to 16 hands and weigh from 600 to 
1,350 pounds. 

“ Oottom’ mules are lighter boned than 
miners and not so compactly built. They 
are round bodied, smoothly turned, and pos- 
sess considerable quality. They range in 
height from 18.2 to 15.2 hands and weigh 
from 780 to 1,400 pounds. 


Farm Mules Lack Uniformity. 


“Sugar mules are shipped south to use 
on the sugar farms of Georgia, Louisiane, 
and other southern states. They are taller, 
larger, and more breedy looking than cot- 
ton mules and have heavier bone. They 
stand from 16 to 17 hands and weigh from 
1,150 to 1,800 pounds. 

„Farm mules are those purchased to be 
used on the farms of the central states. They 
are lacking in uniformity of type and many 
are young and thin. An average height is 
from 15.2 to 16 hands and weight from 900 
to 1,260 pounds. 

Draft mules are large, heavy boned, 
heavy set mules that possess quality and 
ruggedness.. They are used in cities for 
heavy teaming and by contractors for all 
kinds of heavy work, such as railroad grad- 
ing, etc. They range in height from 16 
to 17.2 hands and weigh from 1,200 to 1,600 
pounds and upwerd. 

The grades Cistinguish the good from the 
poor animals within the classes and sub- 
classes. The grades are choicé, good, medi- 
um, common, and interior. 


Different Grades of Animals, 

“An anima. to grade as choice must be 
sulnd and approach the ideal type, possess 
quality and finish, good style and action, 
and be in good condition: A good animal 
shenid possess the essential qualities of his 
class, but need not have the quality, condi- 
tion, and finis!, necessary to grade as choice. 
A horse or mule ot medium grade is likely 
to be plain as to makeup, with a tendency 
toward coarseness and a leck of symmetry 
and condition. A lack of style, action, or 
sounaness may also cause him to grade as 
medium The lowest grade found in many 


classes is common. Such animals are want- 


ing in most qualities that go to make them 
demrable. An inferior animal is of the low- 
est. grade. 

„The breed to which a horse belongs has 

but little influence upon his market value, 

and the classes are not de by the 

breeds, but by the individuality and son- 
formation of the horse.

CATHOLICS IN IRELAND NEED 
COLLEGES OF HIGHER CLASS. 


Youths of Church Prevented from Gain- 
ing Perfect Education, Head of St. 
Patrick’s Says. 


The Catholic University Bulletin, tn its 
March issue, prints an outline of the present 
status of Catholic university education in 
Ireland. It is written by Dr. MacDonald, 
head of the Dunboyne establishment in 
Maynooth. The article is given special in- 
terest at this time because the subject was 
mentioned in King Edward's latest speech 
from the throne and probably will be dis- 
cussed by the house of commons this month. 

The question now confronting those in 
charge of the educational work, says Dr. 
MacDonald, is whether they should maintain 
St. Patrick's college, Maynooth, which has 
been the bulwark of the Catholic faith in 
Ireland for 112 years, or forsake it alto- 
gether and take their chance with any new 
college which may be formed or, as a com- 
promise, join the new university without giv- 
ing up the college altogether. 

At the present time there is no fairly well 
equipped school of higher studies to which 
Catholics are willing to send their sons and 
daughters. The only state endowed schools 
of university standing are Trinity college, 
ithe three Queen's colleges, and University 
college; while for special studies there are 
St. Patrick's college, Maynooth, the College 
of Surgeons, the Catholic University School 
of Medicine, the College of Sciénce, and the 
Veterinary college. 


Trouble Facing the Laymen: 


Trinity and the Queen's colleges are 
shunned by Catholics on religious grounds; 
University coliege and the Catholic Universi- 
ty School of Medicine are badly housed and 
equipped; the College of Surgeons is almost 
as bad as Tyinity; Maynooth college is not 
for laymen. 

There are other facts which, though sub- 
sidiary, are of eufficient importance to cause 
dissatisfaction, even if Trinity and the 
Queen's colleges were made acceptable to | 
Catholics. For, apart from considerations 
of religion, there are complaints of the way 
in which these institutions are managed; as 
well as that the trend and character of the 
teaching are not suited to the present most 
pressing needs of the Irish people. ; 

Trinity college, although thrown!’ open to 
Catho:ics under Faweett's acts, is almost 
entirely under the direction of non-Catholics. 
That it will remain in this condition is 
practically certain. Another hindrance to 
the attendance of Irish youths at this schoo! 
is the expense entailed. : ; 

The Royal university, composed of three 
colleges of university standing, one in each 
of the cities of Belfast, Cork, and Galway 
confers degrees on examination, even if the 
preparation should be due altogether to 
private study. 

The fellows and exaginers of the Roya! 
university are all appointed by the senate, 
whith is itself appointed by Dublin castle 
the British government—by open voting with- 
out competitive examination. As there is no 
formal test, religion is supposed not to be

The purpose Prof. E. J. Houston had in 
writing “ THE BOY GEOLOGIST (H. Alte- 
mus, Philadelphia), to inform and to enter- 
tain, proves on a reading of the book to be 
accomplished..

Complaint Against Bridge Toll. 

Unless the IHinols Central, the Burlington, 
and the Chicago and Great Western rail- 
roads, which use the Dubuque-Dunleith 
bridge across the Mississippi river at Du- 
buque, Ia, reduce the presnt toll charges of 
80 cents in addition to regular mileage rates 
in interstate commerce within reasonable 
time” Attorney General Byers of Iowa will 
take the matter before the interstate com- 
merce commission for a final settlement. 
The decision gill be important in determin- 
ing whether e¥oommon carrier can charge 
extra in the way of bridge tolls in interstate 
traffic. At present the railroads charge bridge 
toll rates in addition to regular mileage rates 
at Dubuque, East St. Louls, and Memphia 
At Dubuque the roads named charge 80 cents 
for traffic across the bridge, a distance of 
900 yards. This charge, it is asserted, is ex- 
cessive and illegal. It also is alleged tthe 
charge is not made upon traffic betwéen Iowa 
pointe and Chicago, but is made upon traffic 
between small towns of eastern Iowa and 
western Illinols, thus adding another com- 
plaint upon the ground of discrimination.

LOSS IN NORTHERN PINE CUT 
IS HEAVIEST YET REPORTED. 
Tremendous Decrease in Lumber Output 


—Figures for 1907 Show Supply Is 
Decreasing—Record Since 1878. 


According to the American Lumberman, which 
has compiled statistics for 1907 on the northern 
lumber industry, the cut of northern pine last 
year showed a tremendous loss, the output 
the smallest that hae been reported to 
lication since 1878, when it first began the gat 
ing of statistics. Following is 6

Heaviest Decrease Yet Reported, 


che decrease in the production of northern pine 
this year has beem the heaviest on & percentage 
basis that has been recorded recently. The 1906 
cut showed a loss of a little over 871,000,000 feet 
as compared with the output of 1906. This year the 
lose was nearly 774,000,000 feet, or more than twice 
as great as the loss shown when the output of 1006 
is compared with that of 1905. On a percentage 
basis the decreases for the last few years have 
1007, 23.5 per cent; 1006, 10.1 per cent; 
1905, 18.2 per cent, and 1904, 12 per cent. It has 
been the general idea that the loss in quantity 
would be smalier from year to year rather than in- 
creased, but this belief temporarily is upset, as the 
decline in the output in 1907 ie far in excess of 
that of any year within the last decade.
